SMALL ATTENDANCE AT 
WATER DISTRICT ACT 
PUBLIC MEETING 

At the public meeting held last 
Thursday evening at Odeon Hall 
a disappointingly small number 
of attendants discussed the pro- 
posed Bethel Water District. 

Among the points brought out 
at the session was that the affairs 
of the District, Hf sppreved June 
7, would be controlled by three 
trustees named by the Bethel 
xelectrnen. The trustees would be 
“authorized and empowered to 
acquire by purchase er by the 
exercise of eminent domain” the 
property of the Bethel Water 
Company. The act creating the 
distriot also svould authorize the 
Campany to sell to the District. 

Several of those attending the 
session thought the reported ask- 
ing price of SLOA.O00 was too 
high, but did not oppose the for- 
mation of a District, Under dis- 
trict ownership the sole Income 
would be from water-users. No 
town money would be available 
for the district's use except such 
sums as might be pald for pub- 
a fire protection (hydrant ren- 
tal. 

Bethel Water District would be 
exempt from municipal real es- 
tate and personal properly tax- 
es. In i266 Bethel Water Com- 
pany waa antesed $3,872.96 In 
Hethel taxes and $1,045.22 In 
Newry taxes for 2050 neres of wa~ 
tershed In Newry. The only cost 
fo Rethel taxpayers would be to 
compensate for this loss of taxes 
Presumably any Increase for fire 
protection (hydrant rental) would 
not be forthcoming unlll all by- 
dranta are ploced on six-inch 
mains. In 1966 $1,050 was ralyed 
for this secount,
